EDITOR'S PREFACE. 



Probably no Book m the English Lang%mge, 
the Sacred Scriptures of course excepted, has been so ex- 
tensive^ useful in creating , improvinffj and exalting the 
devotional feelings of Man as the Psalms and Hymns 
of the celebrated Dr. Watts. It is not remarkable 
therefore that this work should be printed in numerous 
farms and sizes; yet no good Edition in Octavo, (though 
the size best adapted to the Library, the Family Seat, 
and the wants of aged Christians) is before the public. 
While our fellow worshippers in the Church of England 
have their Book of Common Prayer embellished with all 
the elegance of modem art, the Dissenters, who use Dr. 
Watts, have not a copy of their devotional Book in any 
respect corresponding to the fitting up of their Chapel 
SmtSp or the contents of their Family Libraries. 

The Editor flatters himse^ that this Edition will be 
found neater and more elegant than any other; but he 
would be sorry to rest his claims to public patronage 
solely on the quality of his types or the size of his page. 
In regard to correctness of Text, and of Punctuation, 
he invites the minutest scrutiny. Every Psalm and 
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vi editor's preface. 

Hymn has been colkUed by Dr. BippovCs Arrangement^ 
Dr. Williams's Edition^ and a valuable old one pub- 
lished during tJie life of Dr. Watts. He has not taken 
the liberty to alter any words which could produce a 
change in the sense; hut^ in a few instances^ where encpres- 
sions were evidently ungrammatical, he has changed 
them. The Punctuation he has abo frequently altered^ 
believing that modem usage is not only more consistent 
$mth eonstructianf but also more perqncwms. 

The verses of Sacred Scripture paraphrased in each 
Psalm are inserted plainly j after careful revision nnth 
the Text, (and especially in regard to the 119th Psalmy) 
before each Title. In other Editions they stand thus, 
V. 1 — 7, 8, 9. Probably Parents or Ministers are not 
aware how many of their charge are unacquainted with 
the meaning of these characters. — In no instance is part 
of a verse carried over to the next page; — And in only 
one or two caseSy where it was indispensable^ have lifies 
been doubled, but the page has been purposely widened, at 
considerable expense, to admit lines longer than usual. 

The Tables rvill be found copious and accurate. A 
fresh one for finding a Psalm or Hymn adapted to any 
given subject has been arranged by the Editor. It cost 
great pains, and he hopes will be useful. In forming 
the Outline under which to place the respective Psalms 
and Hymns he has studied the utmost simplicity. The 
third part, entitled Christian Worship, ought, in strict- 
ness of language, to be classed with the second, as a 
Christian Duty; but the importance of the subject seem- 
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ed to render a distinct head desirable. Wherever he 
eMMwed Dr. W^atts's Title simple and expressivej he 
iidapted it, but in some cases has svbstituted a sentiment 
toliected from, the verses by himself. In this Table it 
appeared necessary to class the Psalms and Hymns to- 
gether, not in two separate parts, one adapted to each 
Volume. It may be bound up with either, but perhaps 
wiU be more usejvl as a table of reference, if done up by 
UmAf. — The Tables for finding Psalms and Hymns by 
^ first Une contains at one view the different particu- 
lars of Psalm, Part, Metre, and Page; or of Hymn, 
Booh, Metre, and Page; all four distinctions being fre- 
fuently necessary to be seen by the leader of the devo- 
tiom at the same glance. — The Tables for finding any 
v^se by its first line have not the lines at fall length. For 
the uses to which it will be applied it will be found suf- 
ficiently clear, and to have inserted all the lines at full 
would have been attended with the expense of sixty four 
additional pages. — And, lastly, the Alphabetical Index 
of Subjects, and also the Table of Scriptures will be 
found ftMer, and it is hoped more accurate than in any 
other edition. 

The blanks occasioned by Doctor Watts' s removing 
some Hymns from his first Book into the Psalms, re- 
main the same as he left them. But the Editor has 
great pleasure in introducing to the public one hundred 
addittonal Hymns^ selected from the pious Doctor's va- 
rious works. They embrace the whole of his sacred

The Editor has thus given a circumstantial acoouKni 
<f the subfects which have occupied his attention. He 
readily admits t/tey are trivial, but hopes it TviU be al- 
lowed that lie who devotes his leisure to little subjects, if 
they conttibute to the improvement of a great and vaJu^ 
idde work, cannot be said, to Imve spent his time in a 
useless or unprofitable manner.

X HOUGH the Psalms ef David are a work of admirable 
and dirine composiire, thongh they coatain the noblest sentiments of 
piety, and breathe a most exalted spirit of devotion, yet when the 
best of Christians attempt to sing^ many of them in our common trans- 
lation, that spirit of devotion vanishes, and is lost, the psalm dies 
away upon their lips, and they feel scarcely any thing of the holy 
pie 



If I were to render the reasons of it, I wonM give this for one of 
the chief; namely, that the Royal Psalmist here expresses his own 
concerns in words exactly suited to his own thoughts, agreeable to 
his own personal character, and in the language of his own religion; 
this keeps all the springs of pious passion awake, when every line 
and syllable so nearly affects himself; this naturally raises in a de- 
vout mind, a more lively and transporting worship. But when we 
who are Christians sing the same lines, we exprem nothing but the 
character, the concerns, and the religion of the Jewish king, while 
our own circumstances, and our own religion (which are so widely 
different from his) have little to do in the sacred song, and our affec-

tions want sonetliing of property or interest in Uie words to swnkcn 
tAen at fint, and to keep them lively. 

If tkisaiteaiptof mine, through the divine blessing, become so 
happy as to remove this great iaoonveaieoce, and io introduce warm 
devotion into this patt of idivine wonhap, 1 shall esteem it an honour- 
able service done to the church of Christ. 

It is neoessaiy therefore that 1 should here inform my renders at 
large, what the title-page expresses in a shorter way ; and assure 
them, that they are not to expect in this book an exact translation of 
the Psalms of David : for if I had not conceived a different design 
from all that have gone before me in this work, I had never attempted 
a service so full of labour, though 1 must confess it has not wanted 
its pleasure too. 

In order to give a, plain Jttcoant of say present undertaking, I 
shall^rxr represent the methods that my predecessors have followed 
in their veisions ; in the $ec(md place I hope to make it evident that 
those methods can never atlmo the noblest and highest ends of Chris- 
tian psalmody;* and then I shall thirdly describe the course that I 
have taken, different from them all, together with some brief hints of 
the reasons that induced me to it.

life, I faa?e changed some of these typical Uessings for grace, glory, 
and life eternal, which are brought to light by the gospel, and pro- 
mised in the New Testament : and I am folly satisfied, that more ho- 
nour is done to our blessed Saviour, by speaking his name, his graces, 
and actions, in his own language, according to the brighter discove- 
ries he hath now made, than by going back again to the Jewish 
forms of worship, and the language of types and figures, — All men 
will confess this is just and necessary in preaching and preying, and 
I cannot find a reason why we should not sing praises also in a man- 
ner agreeable to the present and more glorious dispensation. No mao^ 
can be pereuaded, that to read a sermon of the royal preacher out of 
the book of Ecclesiastes, or a prayer out of Eaera or Daniel, is so edi- 
fying to a Christian church (though they were inspired) as a well 
composed prayer or sermon deliyered in the usual language of the goBr 
pel of Christ. And why should the very words of the sweet*singer 
of Israel be esteemed so necessary to Christian psalmody, and the 
Jewish style so much preferable to the Evangelical in our religioua 
songs of praise. 

Now, since it appean so plain the Hebrew Psalter is very impro- 
per to be the precise matter and style of our songs in a Christian 
chnreh; and since there is very good reason to believe that it is left 
us not only as a most valuable part of the word of God, for our faith 
and practice, but as an admiraUe and divine pattern of spiritual songs 
and hymns under the gospel^ I have chosen rather to imitate than to 
translate : and thus to compose a Psalm-Book for Christians, after the 
manner of the Jewish Ptolter. 

If I could be pereuaded that nothing ought to be $|ing in worship 
but what was of immediate inspiration from God, surely I would re- 
commend anthems only ; namely, the Psalms themselves, as we r^d 
them in the Bible, set to music as they are sung by choristers in our 
cathedral churches, for these are nearest to the words of inspiration ; 
and we must depart far from those words if we turn them into rhyme 
and metre of any sort And upon the foot of this argument, even 
the Scotoh version, which has been so mnch commended for its ap- 
|>roach to the original, would be unlawful as well as others. 

But since I believe that any divine sentence, or Christian verse, 
agreeable to scripture, may be sung tho* it be composed by men un-^ 
inspired, I have not been so cnrious and exact in striringevery-where 
to express the ancient sense and meaning of David ; bnt have rathec

' expreflsed mysdf as I may suppose Darid would bavo done had he 
lived in the days of Christianity: and, by this means, perhaps, 1 bare 
sometimes hit upon the tme intent of the spirit of God in those ver- 
ses, farther and clearer than David himself could ever discovery as St. 
Peter encourages roe to hope, 1 Peter i* 11, l3. where he acknow- 
ledges that the ancient Prophets who foretold of the grace thai 
should come to uSt were, in some measure, ignorant of this great sal- 
vaticm; for though thejf testified of the sufferings of Christ and his 
glory, yet they were foreed to search and inquire after the meaning 
of what they spake or wrote* In several other places, I hope my resp- 
der will find a natural exposition of many a dark and doubtful text, 
and some new beauties and connexions of thought discovered in the 
Jewish poet, though not in the language of a Jew. In all Places I 
have kept my grand design in view; and that is, to teach my author 
to speak like a Christian. For why should I now address God my 
Saviour in a song, with burnt-sacrifices of fatlings, and with the fat 
of rams? why should I pray to be sprinkled with hyssop, or recur to 
the blood of bullocks and goats? Why should I bind my sacrifice 
with cords to the horns of an altar, or sing the praises of God to high 
sounding cymbals, when the gospel has shown me a nobler atonement 
for sin, and appointed a purer and more spiritual worship ? why 
must I join with David in his legal or prophetic language to curse 
my enemies, when my Saviour, in his sermons, has taught me to love 
and bless them ? why may not a Christian omit all those passages of 
the Jewish psdmist that tend to fill tiie mind with overwhelming 
sorrows, despairing thoughts, or bitter personal resentments $ none 
of which are wdi suited to (he spirit of Christianity, which is a dis- 
pensation of hope, and joy, and love? what need is there that I should 
wrap up the shining honours of my Redeemer in the dark and sha- 
dowy language of a religion that is now for ever abolished ; especially 
when Christians are so vehemently warned, in the epistles of St. Paul, 
against a judaizing spirit, in their worship as well as doctrine? And 
what fault can there be in enlarging a little on the more useful sub- 
jects in the style of the gospel, where the psalm gives any occasion, 
since the whole religion of the Jews is censured often in the New 
Testvnent as a defective and imperfect thing? 

Though 1 have aimed to provide for a variety of affidrs in the 
Christian fife, by the difierent metres, paraphrases, and divisions of 
the psalms (of which I shall speak particulariy) yet, alter all, there 
are a great many circumstances that attend common Christians, which 
pannot be agreeably expressed by any paraphrase on the words of

I am not s» vain aa to aspect that the few short hints I have i 
tioiied in that prefaee» ov in thi^ shouM he saflkient t» jjustifj my 
perfonnanoe in the j«dgneaiof all men, nor to convince^ and satisfy 
those who h«ve longp aiaintaide4 different sentiments^ All the favour 
thciefoie that I desire of ray readeta is this, that they would not cen*- 
8«re this work till th^ have read my Discourse of Fsalmody which 
1 hope wiU shortly he puhHshed; hut bt them read it with aeriona 
attention^ and hiiny with them a g^neroua and sincere soul,* ready to 
he eontinced> and t* receive truth wheresoever it eau he found. Ih 
that treatise I have given a larsa and particular account how the 
Fsalma of Jewish composure ought to he translated for Christian wor- 
ahip; and ^tiied the rules I lay down hy such reaaons as* seem to 
enn^ in them moat plentiful ovidenccy and a fair conviction* 

If I Bright presume ao nHi«h« I would intreat them also to forget 
their y ounger prejjudicea for a seaaon» so far aa to^make a few expo- 
nascnts of these songs, and try whether they are not suited, through 
dRvine grace, to kindle in them » fire of zeal and love, and to- exalt 
the witting soul to an evangelic temper of joy and praise. Aad if 
they shall find by sweet ezpeikBee, any devout affections raised, and 
a holy frame of mind awakened within them by these attempts of 
Chriatiaii fsalmody^ 1 penuade myadl^ that I shall receive their 
thanks, and he assisted by their prayers towards the recovery of my 
health, and my pulUic laboure in the church of Christ. Whatsoi- 
ever aentiments they had formerly entertained, yet surdy they will 
not suffer their old and doubtful opinious to prevail againat thmr own 
inward sensationa of piety and religious |^y. 

Before 1 conclude, I nHnt add a few things concerning my divisicm 
of the psalms, and my manner of versifying.*

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I nast confess 'I have never yet seen any vereion, or ^raplirase 
nf the Pdalmsy in their own Jewish sense, so perfect as to dvscounige 
all further attempts* But whoerer midertakes the noble woi4c, let 
him bring with him a soul devoted to piety, an exalted gentus, and 
^rtthal a studious application : for David's harp abhors a profane fin- 
ger, and disdains to answer to an unskilfnl or a careless touch, A 
meaner pen may imitate at a distance, but a complete translation, or a 
just paraphrase, demands a rich treasury of diction, an exalted fancy, 
a quick taste of devout passion, togetherwith judgment Strict and se- 
vere to retrench every. luxuriant Jine, and to maintain a religious so- 
vensignly over ihe whole work. Thos .the Psalniist of Isael mjljjit 
.^oae.io.GMat Britain in idl .his Qebrew g1oiy.» Md j^v^ftnia Jilbfi 
'inoveikiMiwing:aiid politeMGhristiana iOf our «ge. B«t4till I .an TboH 
to maintain 4he' great principle on which my present work is 'fomid- 
ed; and'lhat is, that if the brightest geiiius on earth, or an angd 
from heaven should translate David and keep close to the sense and 
style of the inspired Anthor, we should only obtain thereby a bright 
or heavenly copy of iheidsTOti^nB* of the plewisb king; bot it eottld 
never make the fittest psalm-book for a Christian people. 

It was.not my design to exalt myself to the rank and glory df po- 
cIsl; batltwas^pinbiiions.U) bejL jservaat to the churches^aiid i^ helper 
.to,Uie jqy of^the«me«iwstnCbcistiAn. Though .jlhere 9Xfi .nany &m 
helisie >«ie,wha.faavetlt!ttght.the ^Hebvaw .paalmist to.^sfMak iJEogiish, 
-yet I think I may aasmne 'this pleasure- of ^being <lhe ^first who bath 
'brought down Uie'Royfll Author into the commonifffiiifs of thcChHs- 
dan life, and Ted the psalmist of Israel into the church df Christ with- 
out any thing of a Jew about him. And whensoever there shall ap- 
pear any Paraphrase of the Book of Psaimf ^that retains more of 
the savour of David*s piety, or discovers more of the style and spirit 
of the gospel, with a superior dignity of verse, and yet the lines as 
easy and flowing, and the sense and language as level to the lowest 
capacity, I shall congratulate the world, and consent to say, ** Let 
this attempt of mine be buried in silence." 

Till such a work arise, I must attend these Evangelic Songs 
(which have been the labour of so many years) with a devout wish.— 
May that God, who has favoured me with life and capacity to finish 
this work for the service of his churches, after so many years of tire-

tome sickness and confinement, accept this bumble offering frofti a 
thankful heart. May the Lord, who dwelt of old amidst the praises 
of Israel, encourage and bless this essay to assist Christians in the 
work of praise! and may his ehnrches exalt him here on earth in the 
language of his gospeli and his grace* till they shall be called up to 
heaven, and the noble society above ! There David and Asaph have 
changed their ancient style, and the song of Moses and of the Lamb 
are one* There the Jews join with the nations to exalt their God and 
Redeemer in the language of angels, and in the strains of complete 
gloiy. Amem*
